Mr. Jacob Sneller, of Cicero, N. Y., has given us the following formula for Maggots on Cabbage 
plants. 

Shake the pJants out thoroughly to free from dirt and dip the roots in a weak solution of salt 
and water. It is important that the roots should be free from the dirt. Sowing the salt on the 
hed is also very bonefical, If slug-shot is sown on the bed just before the plants come through 
the ground it will prevent their being destroyed by bugs.

In arriving at these figures the price reeeived for milk was placed at 2 3-4¢ per 


quart, which is more than farmers average to get 

from their whole milk; butter was figured at 25c¢ 

per lb. and cream at 20c per qt. They found that: 

In selling milk so as to make a clear profit of $1.00 

If the same were made into butter, the profit would 
be $1.30 ; 


In selling cheese so to make a clear profit of $1.00 
If the same were made into butter, the profit would 
be $2.62. 


In selling cheese so as to make aclear profit of $1.00 
If the seme were used to produce cream for sale, 
the profit would be $7.40. 


In selling milk to make a clear profit of $1.00 
If the cream from the same were sold the profit 
would be $3.66. 


From the foregoing it will be seen that no dairy: 
man Gan afford to sell the whole product from his 
farm. The skim-milk left upon the farm to use is 
considered by one authority worth 46 per hundred 
pounds for feeding and fertilizing, and the value of 
this bi- product of the dairy must not be overlooked 
in careful management,
